Is Bound To Grow 


In the wake of President Eisenhower’s 
provocative silence on whether or not he 
wanted Richard B. Nixon again to be his 
running mate on the 1956 Republican 
ticket comes National Chairman Hall to 
predict exactly that ticket. 

It isn’t that simple. 

But the fact remains that President 
Eisenhower’s only “vice” is anathema to 
many Republicans.. Some like him well 
enough as vice president but shudder at 
the prospect of him in the White House. 
Others simply do not like him. 


Southern Republicans do not approve 
him. GOP leaders in five Dixie states 
tentatively have agreed to fight Nixon in 
the convention. They do not believe the 
President will insist on him. Mr. Hall, as 
national chairman, cannot now afford to 
do other than “predict” Nixon. will be on 
the ticket. 

The best guess is it will take a direct 
sppeal from the President, himself, to 
quell the anti-Nixon revolt. 

There is increased embarrassment now 
because of the natural gas lobby revela- 
tions. Lobbyists made contributions to 
certain senators and to Republican funds 
in some states where senators were 
“friendly.” 

This recalls the 1952 campaign and 
exposure of the existence of a substantial 
“expense fund” for then Sen. Richard 
Nixon. It had been donated by California 
industrialists and business interests “to 
help Dick Nixon be a good senator”... 
as one of the donors explained. 

For a few tense days, with Candidate 
Eisenhower demanding a full explanation 
of the “expense fund” and setting as a 
slogan for his campaign the “clean as a 
hound’s tooth” phrase, Nixon was on the 
defensive. His now famous television show 
and his punch line about kéeping his 
cocker spaniel, Checkers, cleared him 
for Ike’s ertdorsement. 

There isn’t much doubt but that Mr. 
Eisenhower would be much stronger with 
almost anyone else on the ticket. This mo- 
tivated Sen. Knowland’s statement that 
the Republicans could not afford to be- 
come overconfident about the election. 
He is one who has always entertained 
‘doubts about the vice president. Certainly 
the Democrats will hope, if Mr. Eisenhow- 
er’s health does permit him to rur, that 
Mr. Nixon is with him. 

Until the President speaks out with 
another “yes,” the fight against Nixon 
will continue.

Anti-Lottery Laws Need 
Strengthening in State 


The lottery scourge, which is as diffi- 
cult to stamp out as polio or heart dis- 
ease, has come in for special attention on 
the part of Judge J. P. Gardner of the 
Georgia Court of Appeals. 

In refusing to overthrow the convic- 
tion of a man who claimed that a lower 
court had failed to prove him a bug sales- 
man, Judge Gardner suggested there 
should be legislation to make buyers of 
lottery tickets as guilty of crime as the 
sellers. 

In his opinion on the case in question, 
the judge pointed out that there was 
evidence to show the lottery racket cov- 
ered many counties, “if not the state as 
a whole.” 

As indeed it does. Such gangsterism 
as exists in Georgia mostly is rooted in the 
lottery racket. And Atlanta, which proud- 
ly claims to be as free of organized 
rackets as any metropolitan area in the 
nation, cannot clean up the numbers 
game. 

Generally we prefer the enforcement 
of old laws to the enactment of new ones, 
but there seems to be a sad lack of a 
necessary statute here. For certainly the 
buyer of a lottery ticket is encouraging 
crime and by all the laws of logic is 
guilty, whether or not that specific offense 
is written down on the books or not.

Research at Tech Slated 
To Aid Georgia Roads 


A new research laboratory, which 
with equipment cost one million dollars, 
has been dedicated at Georgia Tech in the 
name of better roads. 

The lab is a joint project for use by 
the educational institution and the State 
Highway Department. At its dedication it 
was predicted confidently -that every 
dollar spent there would save the state 
10 as the result of experiments and test- 
ing of equipment and material that the 
laboratory will make possible. 

This laboratory is another example of 
how the state’s system of higher educa- 
tion can make itself felt outside of the 
purely academic field of classroom in- 
struction. 

Tech, with all its engineering equip- 
ment and know-how, is of use not only 
~ for turning out new engineers, but as a 


pool of knowledge on which the state’s 
practicing engineers may draw. 

In this imstance the theory of co- 
operation and mutual aid is perfect. But 
here, as in other aspects of public busi- 
ness, there can be, as there often is, a 
wide gap between theory and practice to 
the general detriment of the state's 
economy and taxpayer morale.

State Funds Lie Idle 
While Taxpayers Groan 


The Fulton County school building 
program is $51,573 better off because the 
county’s board of education invested 
funds last March from the system's $3,- 
500,000 bond issue instead of letting it 
lie idle until used. 

The funds were invested in short- 
term U.S. Treasury bonds at 2 per cent 
interest until ready to be paid out on 
authorized construction projects which 
had not been comipleted and accepted. 

Fulton officials deserve commenda- 
tion for such wise action. _ 

In contrast to this county action, how- 
ever, is'the way taxpayers’ funds are 
handled by the state. Millions of dollars, 
allocated but not yet used, lie idle in 
banks the year around. They draw no 
interest although the banks have use of 
the funds for lending. 

The Legislative Economy Committee 
recommended that these state funds be 
invested to draw interest. It was esti- 
mated that about two million dollars a 
year could be earned in this way. 

The recently adjourned -General As- 
sembly, however, did nothing to change 
the system. Georgia’s funds will continue 
to remain idle while taxpayers dig deeper 
to meet the state’s bills. 

Surely the next session of the Legis- 
lature will do something about changing 
this system and give the weary tax- 
payers a break!

Causes of These Wrecks 
Are the Same Each Year 


The subject of highway safety never 
will grow cold as long as people continue 
to kill and maim each other in accidents 
that never should have happened. 

Addressing the Georgia Highway Con- 
ference in Atlanta, Sidney J. Williams, 
assistant to the president of the National 
Safety Council, made a speech that was 
markedly unoriginal. But that was not 
Mr. Williams’ fault. It is the same old fac- 
tors that kill more and more people each 
year. 

Mr. Williams pointed out, as others 
have before him, the need for better 
roads and stricter law enforcement if 
the traffic toll is to be cut. 

Concerning the latter, he stressed the 
obligations of the police and the courts 
to the public in cracking down on law- 
breakers brought before them. 

And indeed, this was a particularly 
appropriate point to bring up in Atlanta 
where so many traffic arrests are of re- 
peaters, and where several fatal accidents 
recently. have involved persons at large 
while awaiting trial on earlier offenses.

2 Senators 
Draft Lobby 
Probe Rules

WASHINGTON, March 1 (UP)— 
Senate investigators reached tenta- 
tive agreement tonight on ‘‘ground 
rules” for their “bipartisan’’ lob- 
bying inquiry. The development 
apparently ended a threat that the 
investigation would bog down in 
partisan bickering. 


Senators Gore (D-Tenn) and 
Bridges (R-NH) said they have 
“approached an agreement’ on 
the rules question although it 
still must be approved by the other 
members of the eight-man group. 


COMMITTEE DEADLOCKS 


The committee, which is com- 
posed of four Democrats and four 
Republicans, deadlocked # its in- 
itial meeting Wednesday over such 
things as the political affiliation of 
the chairman and who would name 
the committee counsel. Gore and 
Bridges then were named to study 
the problem. 

They worked out a_ tentative 


agreement under which a Demo- |: 


crat—expected to be Gore—appar- 
ently would be selected as chair- 
man. There would be a Republican 
vice chairman, probably Bridges. 


COUNSEL APPROVAL 


A chief counsel would be found 
who was acceptable to both sides 
and approved by committee vote. 

Democrats would nominate the 
counsel. Their hope was that Re- 
publicans would not demand a 
**minority’’ counsel of their own. 
Bridges said, however, that GOP 
members might insist on such a 
representative. 

The two senators acknowledged 
they failed to agree on how power 


trolled. 

Republicans and Democrats will 
huddle separately on this and other 
points before Gore and Bridges 
meet again tomorrow. 


REACH AGREEMENT 


The tentative agreement on the 
chairmanship - counsel issue was 
reached after GOP committee 
members conferred with Senate 
Republican leaders in an effort to 
break the threatened impasse. 

Bridges.and Gore said some of 
the rules of the Senate’s perma- 
nent investigating committee have 
been generally agreed on for the 
new lobby committee. These in- 
clude provisions giving the chair- 
man freedom to order “prelimi- 
nary’’ inquiries but leaving power 
to launch full-scale investigations 
to a committee majority.

The outraged Col. Hawkins went on to describe the lad, 


his love for the girl, the arrival of her ‘‘dole of scanty words,”’ 
and then confessed that he was not burying with the boy the 
girl’s lock of golden hair, “for when the angels come I would 
not have them find the sign of falsehood in the tomb.”’ 


He concludes with a picture of the prison ‘‘dead house.”’

Your hand so fair that none would think 
It penned these words of pain; 

Your skin so white—would God your heart

though working as a model, A 
healthy 50-year-old lawyer 
passed his physical for insurance 
but was “disabled” because he 
could not dig ditches. 

I will buy a definition of “dis 
ability” if it refers to’ the occu- 
pation for which the person was 
trained. A general practitioner, 
for example, cannot practice 
medicine if he becomes allergic 
to penicillin and develops hives 
or asthma on handling the drug. 
He is “disabled” so far as his 
chief occupation is concerned. 

All. this is bound to have re- 
percussions. Dr. Lester Coleman 
in his book, “Freedom from 
Fear,” ironically sums up the ef- 


fect of such health propaganda 
campaigns: 

“If we were to believe all the 
distorted, fear-provoking statis- 
tics spoon-fed to us through all 
media of communication, this is 
what our destiny would be like: 


“By 1968, one out of five of 
us would be dying of, cancer 
while one out of 20 would be in 
a mental institution. We would 
be visited in the hospital or asy- 
lum by one of our children, a 
victim of cerebral palsy or polio 
while our second child would be 
ill at home with rheumatic fever. 
The third child would be forced 
to go to his psychoanalyst alone. 

“Mind you, this could happen 
only if we were fortunate 
enough to have escaped heart 
disease, tuberculosis, arthritis 
and smoking cigarette — and if 
we had not previously been de- 
stroyed by Fourth of July or Me- 
morial Day accidents. It is not 
an overstatement to say that in 
addition to the intreased monies 
that have been contributed to 
these campaigns, we have paid 
& great price in loss of com- 


posure and in added anxiety.”’

West, a player of great renown, 
came to me with the deal shown 
above. Now when a topflight play- 
er gives you one of his bad hands, 
it qualifies as red hot news. And 
incidentally, it’s probably good for 
his soul. 
There was not a dull moment 
during the auction, South’s free 
bid of one no trump is on the 
doubtful side. Opposite a simple 
overcall, such a bid should hold 
forth some hope of game. West's 
double was normal and North 
leaped to three no trump hoping 
that partner could contribute two 
tricks to the seven he had. 
The king of diamonds was led 
and West shifted to the king of 
clubs. It was a reasonable as- 
sumption that declarer held the 
ace of hearts and if his diamond 
trick was established for him, nine 
tricks were his for the reaching. 
On the king of clubs, East played 
the five and declarer the three. 
The two was missing and if East 
had it, his five was a signal to 
come on. But if South held it, he 
would have been alert enough to 
withhold it, if it served his in- 
terests to have a club continued. 
West felt called upon to guess 


whether his partner held a queen 
in hearts or clubs. He chose the 
former and shifted to a heart. De- 
clarer made no attempt to score 
any over-tricks. 

West criticized himself for not 
leading the seven of clubs at trick 
three. Upon mature deliberation, it 
would appear there was a better 
chance that declarer held the 
queen of hearts. He had little 
enough for his one no-trump bid 
and if his holding included the club 
queen but not the queen of hearts, 
he would not have ‘a particularly 
impressive holding in any suit. A 
major tenace in hearts, however, 
might have induced him to make 
a doubtful one no trump bid. 

Then again, all other things be- 
ing equal, there was that missing 
deuce of clubs.

The next time soup is on the 
menu, make enough for several 
meals and freeze it. In a lit- 
tle more than the time it 
takes to make soup for one 
meal, you can make enough 
for many. 

All soups freeze well, wheth- 
er they be black bean, clam 
chowder, lentil, or vegetable. 
If the recipe calls for rice or 
macaroni, add them later 
when the soup is being heated for 
serving.

Steps for freezing soup are 
simple to follow. Cook ‘the 
soup, quick-cool it, package, 
and freeze immediately.. An 
easy way to cool the soup is to 
place the pot in a sink filled 
with ice cubes and cold water. 
Quick - cooling all cooked foods 
before freezing is important 
for two reasons. It halts the

1. Poach fish in milk until just 
tender.

Mixed-up Salad Goes 


To Dinner Dressed

A mixed-up salad needs only a good dressing to 
straighten it out. And both the salad and the dressing 
may be a product of your Own imagination. 

Here is an idea borrowed from European cooks 
who count on ripe olives, anchovies, tomatoes and garlic 
to make meals interesting. : 

To make the dressing, mash a couple of anchovies and a clove 
of garlic into a paste, then mix them with oil, vinegar, dry mus- 
tard and capers. Marinate the potatoes and beans in this dress- 
ing long enough for them to pick up flavor—an hour or so should 
do it. With French bread and coffee, ‘‘Mediterranean Salad"’ is a 
meal. 

MEDITERRANEAN SALAD 


Freshly ground pépper 
tbsp. capers 


1 clove garlic 

1 flat tan anchovies 
% cup olive or salad oil potatocs
